"What Hath God Wrought!" 
On May 24, 18 44, Samuel Finley Rreeze 
Morse sat down at a small tab le in the old 
Supreme Court chamb er 
of the nation's 
Capitol at Washington, D. C., placed 
his 
hand on 
his invention— the telegraph— 
and 
sent to a waiting 
world the 
first 
telegram —“What Hath God W rought!” 
This was the b eginning of our modern 
communications 
system, b ut more 
than 
that, it was the first practical demonstra­ 
tion of the power and utility of electricity. 
Because 
of the difficult 
circumstances 
that 
surrounded Morse’s 
efforts to de­ 
v elop his invention and to persuade 
the 
world it would work, the story strikes one 
as a 
good example of ty pical American 
grit. 
Morse conceived his 
telegraph in 18 32 
after he had heard discussions of the elec­ 
tro-magnet. Although he was an artist, he 
was interested in things 
mechanical and 
electrical, and 
he had a dream—a dream 
of 
electrical communications that 
fore­ 
told a new era for 
the nations 
of the 
world. 
Morse was not a good mechanic, but he 
was able to dev ice 
workable sending and 
receiv ing instruments while he was an art 
professor at New York Univ ersity . In the

Survey Tells Tales on Dentists’ Teeth 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M.D. 
THE SHOEM AKER’S children 
notoriously have gone without 
shoes and some one with a streak 
of malice has followed up this fun- 
damental idea b y examining a 
groqp of 350 dentists to see how- 
good their own teeth were. If they 
had b een in A I, b ang up, splendid

*hape it would have caused wide­ 
spread disappointment and there 
would have b een no story. So it 
will not come as a great surprise 
to find that the dentists have ap­ 
parently not b een too faithful in 
following out their own injunc­ 
tions to see your dentist twice a 
year. 
The final conclusion was 
that the mouths of the dentists 
under study were in need of con­ 
siderab le restorative work. 
The age of the dentists was 21 
to 65. 
The average numb er of 
teeth per mouth that had b een re­ 
tained b y the dentists was twenty- 
seven, quite high considering the 
wide age range group. 
It un­ 
doub tedly shows that the dentists 
paid far more attention to their 
own advice in an attempt at pre­ 
serving their teeth than the gen­ 
eral population. 
A comparative 
study of dental students who had 
naturally the advantage of b eing 
in a much younger age group 
showed that they had on the ave­ 
rage only ab out two teeth missing 
per mouth to the dentists, five. 
Condition of Teeth 
But the dentists had some cal- 
cuius in the mouth in three-quar­ 
ters of those examined and over a 
third of them had metallic restora­ 
tions that had b een allowed to go 
on to secondary decay. There were 
ab out two teeth p^r mouth that 
showed some evidence of decay. 
All this is very refreshing. It 
shows that dentists are h’lrrsan 
after all. It is perfectly human to 
dread going to a dentist and den­ 
tists share this human trait, It is

Another interesting and impor­ 
tant study which the American 
Dental Association has kindly sent 
me is on edentulous mouths, that 
is, mouths that arc entirely with­ 
out teeth. You may have a rosy 
thought that if ail your teeth are 
out you are going to have no trou­ 
b le with teeth for the rest of your 
life, b ut such is not the case. You 
won’t have pyorrhoea, that is true, 
and edentulous mouths are entire­ 
ly free of the Vincent’s germs that 
get in b etween the teeth and the 
gums, causing pyorrhoea and so 
often go further and cause tonsil­ 
litis and sore throat. 


Retained Root Tips 
The troub les that may arise to 
plague the person who fondly 
thinks all his teeth are out is that 
some root tips have b een left in 
and these can often cause troub le. 
An Xray study of the mouths of 
381 such patients showed the ex­ 
traordinary fact that 122 of them 
had retained root tips. Most of 
them had b een wearing dentures 
over the retained tips for many 
years and while some of them com­ 
plained of no discomfort many had 
more or less vague pains and irri­ 
tations for which they knew no 
cause until the retained roots 
showed up on the Xray. 
The lesson is that Xray studies 
should b e made b efore and after 
extraction of teeth to see that no 
fragments have b een left in the 
jaws. The time to get them out 
is at the time o f extraction. It is 
advi« ab le not to try to remove the 
retained 
roots. 
The 
situation 
should b e explained to the patient.
